Encouragement of Agriculture, illjii: 

It is highly iniportunt for the jiermanent 
interest and progress of lliia I'roviiicu tliiil 
no means should be loft untried to onoourugc 
the pursuit of agriciiituro in our midst 
wherever it is priieticable. We need not 
dwell upon the miuiifuld adviUitafjos that 
nearly every othor country hua derived frotn 
devoting attention to that prominent branch 
I,, of industrial art. AVith a view of instituting 
^. 'a comparison, it is only necessary to look at 
our cooUilion at tho present limo ns produc- 
ers and consumers, to come to the con- 
clusion that wo have not yet began to malic 
use of the rosources lying ut our own door. 
What proportion, for iiislaiicu, does our con- 
sumpiiou of griiin bear to the aimuul grown 
by our farmers t Wo fear the result ul" ilio 
corn()ari.son would not bo very Haltering to 
our fecling;s of local pride, lint this should 
not be the case. There i.s no oarllily rtMsuii 
why, instead of iniportinj; nenfly everylhing 
we eat, wo ^hoidJ not be able to havu a 
large surplus of agricultural produce for cx' 
■ port to British Columbia or elsewhere. We 
have land onough for all the population wo 
• can rookon;upon for many years to come, 
"with a loil not' to be oxoolled by any place 
for fertility. All that is required is to Inivo 
it OKcupiod by those who arc willing to cul- 
tivate it. 

In nearly all llie Provinces of Ihitish 
'America the Goverinnent liaii taken a very 
active part in inducing, by every possible 
means, the settlement of the country and 
the improvement in the quantity and quality 
of agricultural products. Large sums are 
devoted by law for the purpose of bidng be- 
stowed as prizes by Agricultural Societies. 
So important, indeed, is the development of 
the industrial- resources of those countries 
deemed b ^ that inearlyi. ail of them have 

. a-departmont Vpf:':Goyerumen.t;.to represent 
and look after th'ose j'nterosts; We have no 
Bureau of Agriculture in tho Colony. Tho 
development of our trade, our manufactures, 
our mining and agric\illi:re, must depend, 
fur a time, at least, upon di.^juinled legisla- 
tion. But we hope that our Agricultural 
Society will take charge of the matter and 
keep it before our ropre.?entaiivos. At the 
last meeting of the Society a motion was 
carried to petition thu Legislature loi' a grant 
of the BUni of X-50, to bo plucod at the dis- 
posal of tlie Society for thu advancement of 
agriculture. We do not think that anything 
granted by tho House of Assembly fur that 
purpose would bo money thrown away. 
Judiciously distributed in the shape of 
prizes, it would soon bo productive of ample 
return in tho increased quantity of articles 
of consumption produced on this island. In 
view of the large quantity of fKiur consumed 
here and exported to British Columbia, and 
which we at present derive nearly altogether 
from California and Oregon, we think the 
growlh of wheat in large quanlilies should 
be made a special object of attention, 
and encouragement on the part of the gov- 
ernment. There is uo reason why we 
should not in the course of four or live years 
be able to raise nearly 15O,U0O barrels of 
floiir more than what we would require for 
our own use. "We liood only lake the yield 
of 50,000 acres of wheat at the very low 
average of 25 bnshol:^ to the acre. This will 
give us 1,250,000 bushels, CfiuivaLiit to 250,- 
000 barrels of flour. Should wo have 50,000 
of a population on the Island in live years, 
•svliieh wo may pretty safely count upon, 
there will be a home consumption of say 
100,000 barrels, leaving the above surplus of 
150,000 barrels forexporl. Any one can calcu- 
late the nrauunt of profit that the comrannily 
would derive from that slate of things. Thu 
prospect we do not consider as at all imagin- 
ary or overdrawn. Let the government give 
an annual premium, say XlOO, fur the growth 
of the best 25 acres of wtieat, and .C50 for 
the second bust. The nmniint of the prize 
is not a great de;\l, but is suliiciont to in- 
duce men to put in grain in large quantities, 
and take care to have a good crop. It would 
perhaps be as well to make the prixe public 
immediately, but to he conipoted for within 
another year or two. In this way our new 
settlers in tho Cowiclian and Comas couti- 
iries would have an opportunity of enteimg 
the lists. The Agricultural Hociciy would 
bo tue proper parlies to decide upon tho 
merit of the samples offered for competition, 

' and'should form their opinion by personal 
inspection on lire ground, thus they would 
be better able to form a true opinion of tho 
itanta of the country. When one considers 
what a number of benefits v.'uuKl arise — 
what an amount of iniprovenient would be 
effected in every braneli of industry by the 
full development of our farming caj)abi!ilie.<, 
wo cannot help wishing thai tho tiling wcro 
more energaliunlly urged by those who have 
nn interest in tho prospuriiy of Ihe culony. 
Our shipping and manufacluring wouKi 
equally be benefited. We should want grist- 

.mills, millers, and iiiacliinists, manufacturers 
of agricultural implements, coasters for the 
carriage of merciiandise aiici grain, in fact 
all the elements making a coiniriunity great 
and prosperous would come into play thiougli 

. tho settiilig and culiivating of tho soil. 



than impede the sctlkMiicnl of the country. 
The .scarcily of game in hilure years, should 
such scarcity arise, is not now thought of by 
the Indian, who finds a ready. sale for all that 
ho ca:i kill. And even should tho game he 
driven from the surrounding hills, which seems 
a physical impossibility, still the river and 
uiunerons creeks and inlets ou the coast yield 
an inexhanslible supply of fish, which with 
their potato grounds, which are reserved to 
them, protect the natives as well from want 
upon the one lianil, as from dependence u|)on 
the Government on the other. Thus with the 
Governor's prbtnisc of future gifts, the presence 
in their harbor of a gunboat, their own posi- 
tive gain by Ihe settlers coining among lliom, 
and the aljuiuluQt supply which nature yields 
for all their wants-it "cannot bo matter of 
surprise that they look upou the present occu- 
pation of the Cowichan Valley with feelings of 
coniposiiru and .satisfaction. 

The uniform kindness and courtesy of 
Commander Vernoy of tho (Jrappler, we arc 
happy to hear universally spoken of. His 
oflbrtsaro unceasing to ol)li^e all by every 
means in his power, and to ndvaiico llie gen- 
eral interests of thu settlement, 

A clergyman of tho Church of Kngland 
holds Divine service there oiico a fortnight, 
and preaches buth to tho Iiidians"andMhe 
whites. Thus from Ihofirst the consolidating 
influences of tho Go.ipol of peaeo are being 
hroiighl to hear upon the new sellloinent. A 
residonl Sui'V('ynr lias been appointed by the 
(Jovernnieni, who is to place iho setller.i 
upon their land, and afford information to 
enquirers. There is still an abundance o.' 
good land unoeciipicd, where men of energy, 
perseverance and small capilul might soon 
have flourishing .•'arms and a speedy indepen- 
dence. Much of the land-growing tinibei 
IS of superior qnalily, ([uilo etiunl to any of 
the ])raiiies. llunee we confidently e.xpcct 
ere lung to see a sirong and thriving soltle- 
n eiit in Itial I'erlilo rcLfion.
